State Ag Commissioner 
shares thoughts with locals 

James Comer says drought is effecting the whole state, but west 

Ky is getting the worst of it

Hickman Countians were treated last 
Wednesday to a 
visit from Kentucky 
Commissioner of 
Agriculture James 
Comer. At 10:30 a.m., 

Comer addressed a 
crowd of locals at 
The Young Center in 
Clinton. 

“We know the 
drought is bad,” 

Comer explained, 

“Its bad all over the 
state, but worse in 
West Kentucky.” 

The commissioner 
addressed several 
issues impacting 
our agriculture such as the current drought 
and EPA regulations that make it difficult 
for farmers to properly fertilize their crop. 
Comer proclaimed that he is fighting 
unnecessary regulations as hard as he can,

primarily by trying to convince the EPA that 
the farmers aren’t “the bad guys.” According 
to Comer, most over fertilization that results 
in harmful runoff is not done by farmers, but 
by golf courses and upscale neighborhoods 
with fancy landscaping. 

In the area of livestock farming, Comer said 
that the state understands that the drought

Discovery 
Park to open 
next July 

Snider speaks to Rotary about Union 
City’s Discovery Park of America

The mission of Discovery Park of America is to entertain, 
educate and enrich the educational experience of children 
and adults in the area. 

Currently under construction in Union City, Tenn., the 
facility set on a 50-acre site will offer a world-class educational 
experience focused on nature, science, technology, history, 
and art. Discovery Park is looking to be an educational asset 
to schools in Tennessee, Kentucky, Arkansas and Missouri 
where students can have fun while receiving some educational 
information at the same time. 

“We have a tentative date for opening in about a year,” said 
Larry Snider when he addressed the Clinton Rotary Club on 
Wednesday, Aug. 1. The 100,000 square foot building, which 
is the centerpiece of the site, is starting to take shape and can 
be seen from the roadway on US 51. 

It was evident that the facility with its futuristic design 
will inspire everyone to see beyond their current level of 
knowledge, complete with its nine galleries. “We don’t like 
to call it a museum because it is not going to be static like a 
museum,” Snider stated. “There will be a definite wow factor 
and it has been created to entertain people. We want them to 
come back.” 

Each of the nine galleries will contain different exhibits. 
“One of the galleries will be a traveling gallery,” explained 
Snider. “We will be able to bring in traveling exhibits and it 
is being constructed to Smithsonian standards.” 

Schneider also touched on the landscaping including a 
huge water feature flowing north and south complete with

Extension office move on hold pending 
legal issues

The Hickman County Fiscal Court met Monday night in 
Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt’s office for their regular August 
meeting. After the minutes from the last meeting and the 
treasurer’s report were approved, Judge Pruitt shared some 
good news before making his way down the agenda. 

“We just discovered last week that we have another 
$78,000 in FEMA money coming in.” Pruitt announced to the 
members. 

Pruitt asked the members to approve an IT contract with 
KALEO Technologies. Under this contract, the county will 
pay KALEO $25 per month in exchange for a 24 hour call 
service to repair computer equipment when needed. When 
problems came up in the past, county employees not trained

Water rates frozen, for now 

Water company to change hands at the end of the year

It was made known 
in June that the future 
ownership of Water Service 
Corporation of Kentucky 
could be transferred to Corix 
Utilities. It was decided by 
the Joint Applicants and 
the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky 
to file a joint motion to submit 
the case to the Public Service 
Commission of Kentucky for 
consideration of the transfer 
without a hearing. The Joint 
Applicants and the AG were 
able to file the motion because 
of a mutual understanding of 
certain issues or conditions 
that were agreed upon. The 
Commission ultimately 
decided that there needed to 
be a hearing. The hearing was 
held on Thursday, Aug. 2. 

In June Steve Lubertozzi, 
CPA for Utilities, Inc., in 
Northbrook, Illinois stated 
the following “Even though 
the transaction is taking 
place at a parent company 
level the parties still need to 
obtain approval,” he added. 


“This is an indirect transfer 
and acquisition of control of 
WSCK, because the transfer 
is taking place multiple levels 
above WSCK.” 

“The 7,400 customers 
will see no rate increase or 
tariff change as a result of 
this transaction and no rate 
increases are being requested 
at this time,” continued 
Lubertozzi. 4 ‘Management 
and the operating staff 
are anticipated to remain 
unchanged following the 
transaction. We see no adverse 
impact to the customers 
and UI will maintain its 
separate corporate existence 
and will remain the direct 
parent of WSCK after the 
proposed transaction is 
consummated.” 

The Joint Motion does 
say that the applicant will 
“commit to wait an additional 
(6) months from the date 
of entry of the final order 
approving the proposed 
transfer in this case before 
filing any application for an 



adjustment in the rates of 
WSCK. The application 
further states that the 
applicants agree to dismiss the 
litigation presently pending in 
the Franklin Circuit Court for 
review of the Commission’s 
final order of WSCK’s 
prior rate case. It also says 
that the dismissal will not 
represent an abandonment 
or waiver of WSCK’s ability 
to provide evidence as to the 
reasonableness of or need 
for WSCK’s information 
technology infrastructure (or

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City to get new maps 

Anoher payout approved for ambulance service

Clinton city council members will make final decisions 
about paving of city streets at their September meeting, 
hoping, according to city supervisor Allen Poole, that 
the weather will allow the paving to be done before 
winter. 

Streets under consideration for paving are Helen, 
Crume, Church, McMorris, North Jefferson between 
North and Depot streets, and Ringo Drive. Council 
member Howard Dillard asked about Railroad Street 
which is slated for bridge replacement, and paving 
work there will be postponed until after bridge work is 
completed. 

The council also learned that a statement of qualification 
for engineering services has been approved for repairs to 
the sidewalk in front of the businesses on the north side 
of the court square. Jeremy Buchanan with the PADD 
office is coordinating this work through Frankfort and 
will submit information in order to procure permission 
to employ a contractor for that work. Poole said that the 
sidewalks will be ADA compliant, making easier access 
for all residents. 

Mayor Tommy Kimbro reported that a request had 
been sent to the water company asking for more detailed 
listings of the billing for waste water customers. 

“We’re not going to play with them any more,” Kimbro 
said. “We’ve let them know what we need and we should 
get that (information) in the July report.” City attorney 
Leanna Wilkerson suggested that Poole call and remind 
the company of the city’s request; billing information 
is provided to the council for the month prior to their 
current meeting. 

Upon approval by the council, the mayor signed 
the annual agreement with the Panhandle pipeline for 
transmission of gas to the city’s system. The mayor also 
told the council that beginning in August, Poole would be 
attending the monthly meetings of New Commonwealth 
Gas, the city’s gas supplier, as the city’s representative. 
Issues raised from the council that Poole might discuss 
with New Commonwealth included question about the 
proposed purchase of new service trucks and availability 
of state and federal programs that would benefit the city 
utility. 

The council heard the first reading of Ordinance 
08-01-2012 which amends Ordinance 06-02-2011, 
establishing the operating budget of the city for fiscal 
year 2012. Motion on that first reading was made by 


Jeff Morrow, seconded by Phyllis Campbell, and voted 
affirmatively by all members on roll-call vote. Second 
reading of the ordinance will be done at the next regular 
meeting on September 10. Final total of revenue for the 
city in FY 2012 was $436,986, with expenses $10,000 
less, resulting in a carryover of $10,000 into FY 2013. 

The council went into a brief executive session to 
discuss property; upon return, the report was given of 
no vote taken, no decisions made. In open session, the 
mayor recommended that the city deed to the Clinton 
Fire Protection District for $1 the property on North 
Washington where the fire station is located. The city has 
leased said property to the district for $1 annually; upon 
motion by Jerome Jenkins with second by Dillard, all 
members voted affirmatively to a roll-call vote. The city 
attorney was directed to begin drawing up paperwork for 
this transfer of property. 

Campbell made a motion to make another contribution 
to the ambulance service in the amount of $2,600; her 
motion was seconded and passed unanimously. Ivan 
Potter called such support of the service a stop-gap 
measure and strongly recommended that the service look 
at alternative funding rather than continuing to depend 
on city payouts; this sentiment was echoed by the mayor 
and other members of the council. The mayor told the 
council that the first resident was moved into Arbor Place 
today, a strong sign of progress for both the city and the 
ambulance service. 

Information was shared about the preparation of new 
city maps since the supply from the 2003 printing has 
been depleted. Deena Pittman, Chamber of Commerce 
president, worked on Monday with Poole and the 
advertising salesperson for the map company, as well as 
the staff at the judge-executive’s office and Norma Pruitt 
with Great River Road. At least 20 ad spaces must be 
sold in order to have the maps printed; businesses and 
organizations who have advertised in the past will be 
contacted as well as other groups who would support the 
effort. At least 1,000 maps will be available to both the 
city and county with each advertiser receiving 50 maps 
for each space they buy. There was no date given for 
availability of the new maps. 

With no further business to discuss and next meeting 
date slated for Monday, September 10, the second 
Monday of the month because of the Labor Day holiday, 
the council adjourned around 6:45.

Immunization Month 
with Kristy Cole 


August is being observed 
as National Immunization 
Awareness Month in an 
effort to highlight the 
importance and continued 
benefits of immunizations. 

“Making sure children 
are immunized is crucial in 
protecting the health and 
welfare of Kentuckians,” 
said Dr. Steve Davis, acting 
commissioner for public 
health. “Immuni z ations 
protect against illnesses 

such as measles, polio, 
whooping cough, 

influenza, chickenpox and 
tetanus. It’s vital that we 
recognize the importance 
of vaccinating against 

these illnesses, or we run 
the risk of seeing rates of 
these diseases increase. 
Every parent should 

become knowledgeable 
about vaccines, how they 
prevent disease and when 
their child should be 
vaccinated.” 

“I recommend 

vaccinations because they 
save lives,” added Kristy 
Cole, Nurse Practitioner 
at Clinton Family Care 
Clinic. “Many disease 

that once injured or killed

thousands every year are 
now eliminated or are very 
rare in the United States 
due to vaccinations. An 
excellent example of this 
is polio which killed or 
paralyzed many children 
in the past, but now, thanks 
to the vaccine, there are 
no reported cases in our 
country.” 

The Clinton Family Care 
Clinic can provide any 
needed vaccination. “We 
provide season flu shots 
and do many childhood 
vaccinations prior to the 
start of school year,” 
added Cole. “I also suggest 
adults receive a T-dap 
booster due to the recent 
comeback of pertussis, or 
whooping cough, in the 
United States. The CDC 
has reported over 18,000 
cases of pertussis this year 
which is twice as many 
as this time last year. The 
increase in cases is due to 
the fading immunity of the 
adults in the United States. 
Thus, a booster is very 
important for your own 
health as well as the health 
of infants you may come 
in contact with. If you are 


expecting a grandchild, 
consider receiving the T- 
dap booster at least two 
weeks prior to the arrival 
of your new addition.” 

Immunizations have 
varying costs. “Our office 
can determine pricing 
prior to administering 
the injections,” said 
Cole. “Also, some 
insurance carries, such 
as Kentucky Medicaid, 
requires vaccinations to 
be performed by the local 
health department.” 

The Kentucky 

Immunization Program 
provides the following 
general guidelines for 
vaccinations: 

• Everyone over the 
age of six months should 
receive a seasonal flu 
shot every year. Those 
individuals in close 
contact with an infant 
should receive a Tdap 
(tetanus, diphtheria and 
pertussis) vaccination. 

• Young children from 
birth to age six years 
need a series of vaccines 
to protect against several 
diseases such as measles, 
polio, whooping cough, 
chickenpox and hepatitis. 

• Adolescents need 
immunizations to help 
protect against tetanus, 
diphtheria, whooping 
cough and meningitis at 
age 11 or 12. 

Protection received 
from childhood vaccines 
decreases over time. 
Preteens, teens and 
adults may need to be 
revaccinated, even if 
they were completely 
vaccinated as children.

causing issues with hay. Less grass in the fields means livestock 
needs more hay, but hay is Kentucky is scarce also. He said 
the state is in the process of establishing a hay hotline for 
farmers to call when they are in need, and that hay is currently 
being imported from other parts of the country. 

In terms of rural economic development, the commissioner 
remarked that many rural counties and cities seem to be taking 
the wrong approach to their economy. 

“We need to rethink the way we look at economic 
development in rural Kentucky, and center our efforts 
around agriculture,” he said “I believe we can enhance rural 
communities by focusing on agriculture.” Comer mentioned 
several ideas that were currently in the planning stage. One of 
these projects is to work with local restaurants and get them to 
serve farm fresh food, from local farms. 

After leaving Clinton, Comer continued his tour of the river 
counties in Carlisle and Ballard Counties.

some portion of the project) 
and to seek the corresponding 
recovery through rates on a 
going-forward basis of the 
costs thereof. 

Lubertozzi also stated

in IT have been force to come up with temporary solutions 
to fix the problem. Pruitt pointed out that it is only a matter 
of time before a problem comes up that they can’t fix. With 
the new contract, the count will be able to call KALEO at 
any time and get well-trained technicians brought in to fix the 
problem right. While convenient, the service is not cheap, 
with hourly technician rates ranging from $125 to $275 per 
hour. The high end of the spectrum coming from holiday 
visits. The fiscal court granted Judge Pruittpermission to 
pursue the contract with KALEO Technologies. 

Judge Pruitt made it known to the court that two of the 
members of the Hickman County Industrial Development 
Authority’s terms had expired and asked for permission to 
reappoint the two members. These members are Bob Williams 
and Steve Bradburry. The court elected to reappoint the two 
members. 

Pruitt also informed members that the county is required to 
maintain a three person “Ethics Committee”. The committee 
does not ever have to meet unless an ethics issue comes up 
within the county government. Judge Pruitt nominated three 
people for this committee: Eugene McDonald, Earl Rogers, 
and Joan Latham. The court authorized Pruitt to appoint all 
three members. 

Among items of discussion were the potential acquisition 
of the extension building. Pruitt mentioned that there were 
some legal issues involved and that they are currently being 
worked through. 

The fiscal court also discussed an electrical issue with the 
jail. According to reports, there have been several problems 
with lightening surges. Chad Frizzell, said that two different 
companies have looked into the issue and both companies 
agree that the radio tower is not grounded properly. 

Pruitt mentioned the idea of advertising to raise the property 
tax rate 4%. The idea was well received and an ad will go in 
the Gazette next week. Before the higher rate can potentially 
be adopted, it must be advertised, read publicly, discussed, 
and voted on. 

In the biennial audit of the county by Standard and Poor’s, 
Hickman County received an A+ rating. This allows the 
county to qualify for lower interest rates on bonds and loans. 

Judge Pruitt was proud to announce that the Kentucky 
Great River Road Organization received a $135,000 Scenic 
Byway grant. This money will be used to put up signs along 
the Scenic Byway. 

The next meeting for the Hickman County Fiscal Court will 
be September 15, and 6:30 pm, in Judge/Executive Pruitt’s 
office.

Another 
estimated $1,600 needs to be 
generated by the Columbus 
City Council to keep the city 
afloat.

Holder voted to raise the water 
rates. OnMonday, Aug. 6, City 
Clerk Dori Todd, informed 
the council that the proposed 
rate increase would not be 
enough to keep them from 
operating in the red.

The third 
proposal, which would have 
the bigger increase, of $14 
per month plus more on the 
tiered billing system would 
generate $4,031.97, the 
amount slightly above the 
approximate monthly needed 
figure. 

That third proposal 
generated some resistance 
from the council, fearing that 
it would drastically increase 
the bills of the 49% who fall 
in the second tier rate and 
the 1% who fall in the third 
tier rate. Mayor Frizzell 
decided to further discuss 
the proposals with Davis on 
Tuesday, Aug. 7. “I will come 
back to the council, holding 
a special called meeting, to 
let everyone know what he 
said,” stated Mayor Frizzell. 

The Council was also 
informed by Todd that the 


city has begun proceedings 
to sue Mr. John Jones in the 
amount of $3,185. This is the 
amount the city paid him to 
perform an audit for them, 
which still hasn’t been paid. 

They also elected not to 
waive the late fees for a 
customer who currently owes 
the city over $600 for a past 
due water bill. They feel the 
bill was sent out each month 
and should have been paid. 
The customer stated that they 
hadn’t received the bill and 
therefore should not have to 
pay the late fees. 

Mayor Frizzel is also 
working with the PADD office 
on a grant that has been in the 
works for approximately two 
years now in the amount of 
$300,000. “We need those 
funds to purchase a generator 
and some other items in 
the system,” he said. The 
currently generator owned by 
the city is inoperable and the 
city would be in dire straits if 
another ice storm, hurricane, 
or other natural disaster 
would knock out power for 
an extended period of time. 

“A gentleman from 
Dresden, Tenn., is interested 
in purchasing the clock and 
jail cell,” informed Mayor 
Frizzell. After a very brief 
discussion everyone agreed 
not to sell it. Mayor Frizzell 
asked for the council’s

assistance in cleaning it up. 

Some of the council 
members expressed interest 
in taking part in the 116th 
Homecoming Celebration in 
Columbus, with the parade 
taking place at 10 a.m.

Council member Lightner 
reminded everyone that the 
deadline to file to run for 
city council in columbus and 
clinton is Tuesday, Aug. 14. 

The meeting adjourned 
at 7:17 p.m. The next city 
council meeting is slated for 
Monday, Sept. 10, a week 
later than normal due to 
the Labor Day holiday on 
September 3.

has been created to entertain 
people. We want them to come 
back.” 

Each of the nine galleries 
will contain different exhibits. 
“One of the galleries will be a 
traveling gallery,” explained 
Schneider. “We will be able 
to bring in traveling exhibits 
and it is being constructed to 
Smithsonian standards.” 

Schneider also touched on the 
landscaping including a huge 
water feature flowing north and 
south complete with bridges. Not 
only will your sense of sight be 
pleasing by the beautiful garden 
areas, but an amphitheater is also 
being constructed to provide 
an area for beautiful music.

Other amenities include 
meeting venues, cafe, gift shop, 
a church from the 1800s, unusual 
artifacts, automobiles from each 
decade since the automobile 
was invented, and classrooms. 
Classrooms are important, as 
the facility is being constructed 
to educate children with nine 
main galleries enticing them to 
explore and learn at the same 
time. “The nine areas focused 
on by the facility include 
regional history, culinary 
arts, transportation, Native 
Americans, science, energy, 


view. 

Another 
educational tool 
includes a globe that is six-feet 
in diameter and is equipped with 
projection screens to enable 
everyone to see anything that is 
taking place on the earth at that 
time. “If there is a hurricane 
happening somewhere, you will 
be able to see,” he said. “It can 
also be programmed to show 
how the earth has changed over 
time.” 

A 60-foot replica of the 
human body is on the second 
level and children can go up 
to the third level and climb in 
through the arm, enter a globe 
area, and then slide down a 30- 
foot slide to the second level. 
“There is plenty of room for 
everyone,” added Snider. 

With the main focus on 
educating children, a variety 
of enticing areas are being 
developed including areas to 
climb in, dress up, have story 
time, displays and antique toys, 
and hands on items for kids 
to play with. “They can move 
water through a giant screw, 
play with docks, dams, locks, 
a big bubble machine,” he said. 
“While playing they can learn

the concepts behind some of 
these things are the same time, 
including the senses of sight, 
sound and smell.” 

They are holding five acres 
and have offered it to the State 
of Tennessee in hopes they 
will construct a welcome/ 
visitors center. It is located 
near 1-69, which is currently 
under construction and needs 
additional funding to complete. 

Funding for the multi-million 
dollar facility is being provided 
by the Robert E. and Jenny D. 
Kirkland Foundation. “The 
Kirklands have donated $60 
million to construct the facility 
and they will provide two to three 
million more each year to keep 
upgrading the facility. We also 
have other corporate sponsors 
and individual contributors, as 
well,” explained Snider. 

“This is going to be a world 
class facility,” he said. “By the 
time we get through I think we 
will have $100 million dollars 
in the project and it will be 
something that everyone can 
be proud of. We hope all the 
children who enter through our 
doors will leave with smiles on 
their faces.” 


A look inside The 
Crow’s Nest

I won a first and a third place with the above 
photo, but I truly believe it is not because of my 
photographer’s skill. Instead, I think it spoke 
to the judges in both contests as the actual place 
does to me each time I pass. “Crow’s Nest” 
(as I dubbed the photo and dwelling) seems to 
have a story to tell; this week, I investigated 
that story. 

Randy Westbrooks (Crow to most of us) 
built the structure on Hwy. 58 himself around 
1999. He said he simply got a post hole digger, 
four 4x4 posts, and went to work. Greg Stairs 
showed him how to cut a rafter, but he took 
it from there, using lumber from “here and 
there.” The walls and floor inside are tongue 
and groove lumber. The dwelling is one room, 
approximately fourteen feet by sixteen feet, 
with a tin roof. At one time, Crow slept in it 
on weekends. Randy told me that the structure 
has withstood all to which Mother Nature has 
subjected it. Drivers going by can’t help but 
notice the skull and flag in front. The skull is 
a cow’s head, and the flagpole was once part of 
the old iron Moscow Bridge. 

I think part of the mystery to me is what’s 
inside and out back. Even though I’ve known 


Randy all his life, I felt as if I’d be trespassing 
if I stepped on this property. Maybe that’s 
why I took the picture with a zoom lens 
from across the road! I was brave enough, 
however, to give him a framed copy of the 
photo once I won with it. He informed me 
the inside stayed true to his taste for antiques 
(lamps, John Deere and Caterpillar items, 
etc.) Out back are two buildings: an open 
shed storing a wagon and gas engine and an 
attached blacksmith shop (10 x 14). Randy 
Deweese helped him move the shop down 
Taylor Road from Crow’s Uncle Oscar’s 
place. 

Now that I have some of the mystery 
behind “Crow’s Nest” solved, I must tell 
you that the man behind the interesting 
dwelling is a mystery himself (and full of 
stories to entertain anyone). I once tried to 
buy a child’s antique tractor from him, to no 
avail. He treasures the old farm equipment, 
the old toys, and the old way of living. I 
wish more of us valued the items that speak 
of our past. I love this photo; I love looking 
at the old place as I drive by; and I love 
unique characters like Crow Westbrooks.

If hell has a buffet table, surely squirrel 
and dumplings are chief fare. I can still 
remember the taste. Or, more specifically, 
the aftertaste. Kind of a dishwater tinge if 
one where a connoisseur of fine dishwaters. 
It was the only time I saw my Dad cook, 
save for a NASCAR race breakfast one year. 
Mom refused the preparation of tree rats but 
nonetheless allowed for use of the kitchen. 
Even the best kitchen couldn’t improve that 
main course though. 

Obvious that we had at least been successful 
in the woods that particular morning. Squirrel 
hunting had been an August pastime for as 
long as I can remember. Longer than I was 
able to even carry a gun into the woods. I can 
recall one such humid morning in the mid 80s 
when I was five or six. Dad and I had pulled 
up in Bill Ramsey’s yard off of Myron Cory 
Drive and proceeded with the preparations. 
Honey Buns, check. Mountain Dews, check. 
Skeeter Dope, check. The spray down of the 
dope is a memory of the senses. The hiss of 
the spray and smell of the repellant as it fell 
sticky on the face. The weird taste as some of 
it went in my mouth. The buzz of a mosquito 
wanting to indulge but repelled by the very 
substance I was now covered in. A heck of a 
tradeoff. 

Matching camo outfits complete down to 
the boots, we headed off into the thick green 
late summer’s growth of the woods. Dew 
sticking to our pants legs along side cacaburs 
and enough pollen to turn the green fabric 
yellow. Spider webs every three feet or so, 
the disgruntled spider now crawling around 
on one of us, much to my dismay. We would 
head back, half silently, to trees Dad had 
hunted for years, still producing the same 
oak and hickory and pecan treats they had 
for decades of squirrels. I say half silently 
because I always managed to step on every 
stick God had lain in the woods. Apparently 
there was a trick to this sort of walk, one that 
was opposite of how I had learned just four 
years earlier. Back then, it was “heel first, toe 


last.” But hunters walk was “toe first, heel 
last.” Right. No matter what part of the foot 
I used, a loud “crack” would send wiggly 
tails hopping branches high above us into the 
holes of the trees and a look from the hunter 
in front of me. 

Eventually, we’d settle in underneath a big 
tree where a few squirrels were having a field 
day with the bounty. You could hear them 
cutting on the nuts and see them jump branch 
to branch. After they would get the good out 
of the it, they would hurl the shell down to 
the ground, knocking leaves and braches 
and just making a bunch of noise on the way 
down, a loud "thump" as it hit the ground (or 
one of us!). Somehow I wondered why the 
animals would run at my little twig breaking, 
but not at World War III going on here. 

After a minute or two of watching this 
nonsense, it was time for Dad to slip around 
to the base of the tree for a shot. I followed 
in tow. Gun up. Aim. “Boom.” Smoke and a 
larger fall as the squirrel fell from the limb 
above. A thud as it hit the ground. I got 
excited and screamed for joy at this wonderful 
event! I think it shocked everybody. The little 
squirrel’s beady eyes got as big as marbles 
and he ran off into a hole in the ground next 
to us! At least I hadn’t scared him to death, 
I guess. Dad jerked his head at me. “Why’d 
you do that?” I was still thinking about the 
eyes of that thing. Dad was undeterred, and 
went off after this sandwich worth of meat, 
sticking his arm elbow deep in the hole. After 
about ten seconds, the efforts were fruitless 
(meatless) as no squirrel was found. No more 
screaming in the forest, check. 

We probably got our limit that day, and 
have gotten our limit since, Dad still making 
the yearly trip into the woods and me going 
with him when I get the chance. But nothing 
replaces those early moments in the woods, 
the memories, and God help, the taste of 
squirrels.
